EDITORIAL CORRESPONDENCE. 


SzpremBer 17, 1857. 

PLACERVILLE.—Near the commencement of 
a range of rich, permanent mining localities 
extending towards the north, is situated Pla- 
cerville, the present county seat of El Dorado 
county. It was early settled in 1849, and has 
ever been steadily advancing in all the features 
of true prosperity. The check temporarily 
felt by a sweeping fire more than a year since 
which nearly destroyed the whole town, appears 
to have been fully recovered from in the gen- 
eral, though individuals yet suffer from their 
losses then experienced, and find it very diffi- 
cult to regain their former positions in business. 
We should judge that some two hundred and 


— 


fifty families reside in the town and its imme 


dia e vicinity. Their residences are, many of 
them, large and beautiful, romanticly orna- 
mented with lovely door-yards, filled with 
flowers, vines, shade and fruit trees, in the man- 
ner of tastefal homes in New England. There 
are three schools, with an occasional fourth, well 
sustained, two of them public. There are 
three churches, all with pastors, Presbyterian, 
Episcopal, Methodist and Baptist. The Rev. 
Mr. Frear, Presbyterian, who bas been preach- 
ing in the place some ten monthe, awakens a 
steadily increasing interest by his faithful 
services, while in the Methodist a time of great 
awakening bas been enjoyed, and their pastor, 
Rev. Mr. Caldwell, bas been returned to the 
same field at the request of his. church and 
people. The cause of temperance has greatly 
advanced during the past few years. Now, 
thoug’: it be the county-seat, we were informed 
by different ones who ought to know, that not 
a large respectable hotel in the place had a 
bar or retailed spirituous liquors in the town. 
We know of no other town in the mountains or 
the State where this can be said of it. Pla- 
cerville is worthy of all praise as a model town 
in this respect. This reform in public houses 
was commenced three or four yearsago by Mr. 
Cary, of whom failure was vehemently predict- 
ed. But the results were the opposite, his 
house becoming the most extensively patrou- 
ized, till all others followed his worthy exam- 
ple. In the last fire, he was one of the heaviest 
losers, but yet, bas been able to recommence 
business by the construction of, we think, the 
largest brick hotel in the mountains. It is fifty- 
two feet wide, one hundred and thirty long, and 
three stories high, with a half cellar beneath, 
completed in the best inner finish, and all at a 
cost of about thirty thousand dollars. May he 
receive the approval of the public bya patron- 
age that shall fully remunerate him two fold 
for his energy and his uncompromising course 
amidst the roughness and immoralities of for- 
mer Qaliforoia life. The Sous, Templars, Odd 
Fellows and Masons, have strong organizations 
in the place, and seem to be exerting an excel- 
lent influence. The mining in the region is 
very extensive, of the four kinds, quartz, tun- 
nel, hydraulic, and ravine. The ravines are 
well worked out, yet are re worked at less but 
fair returns every year. Quartz mining we 
believe to be here only in its infancy, and that 
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“First Pure, then Peaceable—without Partiality and without Hypocrisy.” 


it is to become yet of great importance. 
Three mills are in operation near the town ; 
five miles west are four or five more; while 
the extensive paygravel deposits over the 
whole region prove that the old veins from 
which these were produced must be almost 
limitless, 

DiamonD Sprincs.—Four miles south-west 
is another fair mining town, swept away by a 
fire a year and more since, but finely rebuilt, 
called Diamond Springs. Its size is much 
less than Placerville, but little less attractive. 


| Fine gardens and farms in the vicinity make 


it appear home-like, a land of the laboring and 
the free. 

Mon Spaixes.—Two and a half miles east 
of the last is Mad Springs, much like the last, 
only never purified by fire. A school and a 
church are found in both, only in the first the 
Temperance Hall is used for this purpose, as 
the church has not been rebuilt since the fire. 
Missouri Flat is two miles north-east of the 
last, a fine neighborhood settlement. These 
towns are in a rolling, hilly region, but Placer- 
ville is among mountain ranges. Smith’s Flat 
is a small town of fifteen families and a school, 
three miles east of Placerville, and, like that» 
surrounded by towering ranges, fall of ro- 
mance and beauty, with the lovely valley 
swelling at their feet. Upon the high hills 
on opposite sides are Coon Hollow and Negro 
Hill, excellent tannelling regions, with good 
returns, though Coon Hollow, lying the lowest, 
has also extensive hydraulic claims, where the 
washing has been carried into the hills, till the 
lofty bank reaches near a hundred feet perpen 
dicular. 

Sprinos.—Cold Springs lies five miles 
north-west of Placerville, at the head of a wide 
valley entirely surrounded by hills five hundred 
feet high. It bas a school, and enjoys occa- 
sional preaching. The valley is susceptible of 
high cultivation, though this has been till 
lately strangely neglected. A good quartz 
mill enlivens the valley by its signs of perma. 
nent mining facilities. Gold Hill is two miles 
farther north, on the high hills, a place of ten 
or twelve families and many single miners, 
with few fice farms stretching away around 
it with true agricultural features. i 

Cotoma.—Two and a half miles farther is 
the old shire town of El Dorado county, a 
lovely, beautifal} large town, lying upon the 
south fork of the American river, with moun- 
tains towering almost over it from fifteen to 
eighteen hundred feet in height. As the 
county seat, it was chosen by a large number 
of families and enterprising men, those of 
taste, intelligence, and refinement, who, the 
earliest of any in the mountains, commenced 
good buildings, ornamented door-yards, and 
gardens of ſruit- trees. The result is, that for 
these improvements the town is the loveliest 
in the mining regions, and nets a large revenue 
from its productions, especially in fruits. The 
town is next to Placerville in size in the 
county. 

Uniontown.—T wo miles below on the river 
is another smaller town, but of lovely features. 
It has a large proportion of families of intel. 
ligence and religious principles. We know of 
no other place where so nearly all the families 
and many others are church-going in their 
habits and of religious profession. Fruit-trees 
are here of wonderful growth. The largest 
peach-tree of its age in the State, according 
to our best information, we here saw in the 
garden of Wm. Cromwell. It had grown this 
year from a bud close to the ground to the 
full height of twelve fect, with side branches 
in admirable proportions. Another equally 
high we saw in the garden of Mrs. Pratt, 
Mameluke Hill, but not of so perfect form, 
They have a school and two churches in the 
place, Baptist and Methodist. Coloma has 
also two, Episcopalian and Methodist. The 
Episcopal church is of admirable structure, 
truly a great oruament and honor to the place. 
Four miles east, on the high mountain, is 
Garden Valley, in a rolling region of small 
bills, situated along a little stream where good 
mining has been carried on since 49. It has 
lately been swept away by fire, bat is being 
rebuilt. Some twelve families here are living, 
with a good school for their accommodation. 
To the south of this for three or four miles 
are many scattering mining settlements, all 
generally incladed under the name of Kelsey’s 
Diggings. But there seems not the usual de- 
sire for improvements manifested by them 
which we found in neighboring localities. 

GrorceTown.—Two-and-half miles north of 
Garden Valley, is another old, | own, 
called Georgetown. It was burned a little 
over a year since, but has been again almost 
wholly rebuilt. It has some seventy-five | 


families in its immediate loca'ity, a good 


school, fine temperance hall, good towu-house of 
church form, with a Roman chureb, little 
used we judge, and a half finished M. E- 
Church, going to ruin. It seems singular to 
us that this large, beautifal town should for 
four years be without @ preacher, and then 
that a Presbyterian and Methodist should go 
there almost at the samé time—we know not 
which was first ; that they should work, each 
in his own denominational way, side by side, 
three years; that then the Presbyterian should 


leave, called to another place below; and that | Of 


immediately, in a few weeks, the Methodist 
should also leave, and the place be unsupplied 
with any minister since. The rich old mining 
locality of Mameluke Hill is one mile north 
of this, now nearly exhausted. Good quartz 
leads have been lately found in this region, of 
the first class for richness. Another two miles 
takes one to Bottle Hill, once a flourishing 
town ; but, as most of the tunnels failed, it 
has greatly decayed. ‘Yet, a few tonnels are 
paying excellently, and must for years. The 
Nevada and Roanoke are the best. Here we 
approach the immense ¢afion of the Middle 
Fork, and must close this rapid sketch before 
we Cross. 8. V. 


The Atlantic Telegraph. 

The last steamer brought us news of the 
failure of the first attempt to lay the cable of 
the Atlantic telegraph, whieh is to hold king- 
doms together. The sad, news created here, 
as at the East, a thrill of disappointment. 
And yet the circumstances give encourage- 
ment of the final and possibly speedy accom- 
plishment of this desirable enterprise. In 
prosecuting wars, nations expect the expense 
of more than a single battle or a single cam. 
paign. They are willing to levy subsidies and 
persevere in their efforts often for many years. 
An en peaceful and grand, like this, 
can certainly breok one failure. It is not long 
before we of this coast shall be in almost 
instantaneous communication with Europe, 
and then with the old world far beyond, the 
“first land of time.” And as commercial re- 
lations still extend, and become more intimate, 
the electric wire of thought shall come to 
girdle the world. The New York Evangelist, 
one of whose editors is brother to Cyrus W. 
Field, who is intimately connected with this 
great work, contaios full accounts, from which 
we condense the following : 

Never, since Colambus set eail from the 
shores of Spain, did a squadron leave the 
coast of Europe under circumstances of deeper 
interest, or attracting more general attention 


from the civilized world. As the Lord Lieu- the 


tenant of Ireland well remarked, this expedi- 
tion went forth to complete what Columbus 
had begun. He had discovered the New 
World. Now the New World was to be 
united to the Old. 


At the start, one or two untoward accidents 
eg the departure of the squadron from 
the Irish coast, and “ cast ominous conjecture 
on the whole success.” Before they had gone 
six miles, the heavy portion of the cable, 
which was attached to the shore, caught in 
the machinery, and . This caused a 
delay of two days. The Niagara put back, 
and the cable was underrun the whole dis- 
tance. At length the end was lifted out of 
ou water, and gigantic coil, and 
slowly the mighty hu > Niagara began 
to off the bread Atlantic. In a 
few hours the land disa below the hori- 
zon. Still the ships kept moving on, and the 
long line sank down into the deep. Now arose 
the question which had been much debated 
among scientific men, whether tbe electric cur- 
rent would act for great distances under the 
enormous pressure of the ocean. The battery 
on board was kept in constant play, and mes- 

were sent back to Ireland. Thus the 
ships moved on fifty miles—a hundred—two 
handred—and still the communication was 


perfect. 

Then came to the deeper waters of the 
Atlantic, where the cable sank to the awful 
depth of two thousand fathoms. Still the iron 
cord buried itself in the waves, and every in- 
stant the sound of a bell on board told of the 
passage of the electric current. The ships 
were all in sight, and as the 7 passed from 
the Niagara that all was well, the spirits of 
all rose to the highest pitch. In this mood 
all went to rest on’ Monday night, the 10th of 
August, full of confidence and ho nfi- 
dence to be broken before the morning watch.

rue Anabaptists of Munster. 
The following account from Michelet’s “Life 
of Luther” will remind the reader of the 


course and teachings of the leaders of Mor- 
monism : 


Rothmann (a Latheran or Zwinglian) first 
preached the ation at Manster in 1532, 
with buch success that the bishop, at the land- 
grave of Hesse intercession, allowed the Gos- 
pellers the use of six of his churches. Shortly 
afterwards a journeyman tailor (John of Ley- 
den) introduced the doctrine of the Anabap-. 
tists into several families. He was sided 
his labors by Hermann Stapraeda, an Ana- 
baptist preacher of Mcersa; and their secret 
meetings soon became so numerous, that Catb- 
olics and Reformers equally took the alarm, 
and ex the Anabaptists from the . 
But boldly returned, intimidated 
council, and compelled it to fix a day fora 

ic discussion in the town-hall, on the bap- 
of children; and Rothmann himself be- 
came their convertite, and one of their leaders. 
.. . One day, one of their preachers rans 
throagir the streets, exclaiming, “ Repent, re- 
pent! reform and be baptized, or suffer God's 
vengeance!” Whether through fear or reli- 
ious zeal, many who heard him hurried to be 
ptized ; and on this the Anabaptists throng 
the market-place, crying out, Down with the 
pagans who will not be baptized!” They seize 
cannon and ammunition, take possession 
of the town-hall, and maltreat all Catholics 
and Lutherans they fall in with. The latter, 
in their tarn, coalesce,and attack the Ava 
baptists. After various indecisive straggler, 
it was agreed that each party should be free 
to profess its own belief; but the Anabaptists 
the treaty, and secretly summoned their 
brethren in the adjoining cities to Munster: 
“Leave all you have,” they wrote, “houses, 
wives, children; leave all, and join us; your 
losses shall be made up to you tenfold. . ...” 
When the richer citizens saw the city crowded 
with strangers they quitted it as they could 
(in Lent, 1534). Emboldened by their depart- 
ure and the reinforcements they were receiving, 
the Anabaptists soon the town coun- 
cil, which was Lutheran, with men of their 
own y. They next took to plundering 
the churches and convents, and scoured the 
with halberts, arquebnsses, and 
clubs, exclaiming, “ Repent, t!“ a 
which soon — „Quit W wicked 
uit it, or be eaerificed!” and they pitilessly 
rove forth 2 "eed were not of their own sect, 
sparing neither men nor pregnant women. 
fee of these poor fugitives fell into the 
bishop's hands, who was preparing to lay siege 
to the city, and who, regardless of the fact 
that they were not Anabaptists, threw some 
into prison, and executed — 

The Anabaptists being now masters oſ the 
i ebief prophet, John Matthiesen, 
0 all to bring their goods into one com- 
mon stock, without any reservation, under pain 
of death. The terrified people obeyed; and 
the property of those they expelled the 
city was also appropriated. The prophet next 
proclaimed it to the will of the Father, 
that all books should be barnt save the Old 
and New Testament; and twenty thousand 
florins’ worth of books were accordingly burnt 
in the square before the cathedral.

CONSUMPTION. 


PERSONAL EXPERIENCE OF r. WILLIS. 

I went to the Tropics, as a last hope, to 
eure a chronic cough and blood-raising 
which had brought me to the borders of 
the grave.

The atmosphere of that 
Eden-latitade, however, is but a pain-stil- 
ling opiate, while the Equator might be 
called a kitchen-range for a Sardanapalus, 
and the Antilles are but tables loaded with 
luxuries. The Caribbean Sea is the King- 
dom of the Present Moment. The Past 
and the Future are its Arctic and Ant- 
arctic—unthought of, except by desperate 
explorers, Hither are sent invalids, with 
weakened resolution, to make a pilgrim- 
age with prescription and prudence! You 
may see by the book I have just publish- 
ed, (Health-Trip to the Tropics,) with 
what complete forgetfulness of care or 
caution I made one of an invalid company 
for months. Was anybody going to be 
shut up in a bedroom with such nights out 
of doors? Was anybody going to be dull 
and abstinent with such merry people, and 
a French breakfast or tempting dinner on 
the table ? 

‘I reached home in July, thoroughly 
ated, and, in the opinion of one or 
two physicians, a hopeless case. Cough- 
ing almost the whole of every night, and 
raising blood as fast as my system could 
make it, I had no rest and no strength. 
I lingered through the summer, and, 
as the autumn came on, and the winter 
was to be faced, I sat down and took a 
fairlook at the probabilities. With the 
details of this troubled council of war, I 
will not detain you; but, after an unflinch 
ing self-examination, I came to the con- 
clusion that I was, myself, the careless and 
indolent neutralizer of the medicines which 
had failed to cure me—that one wrong 
morsel of food or one day’s partially neg- 
leeted exercise might put back a week’s 
healing—and that, by slight omissions of 
attention, occasional breaking of regimen, 
and much too effeminate habits, I was un- 
true to the trust which Gray, my friend 
and physician, had made the ground of his 
prescriptions. And to a minutely perse- 
vering change in these comparative trifles, 
I owe, I believe, my restoration to health. 
There was not a day of the succeeding 
winter, however cold or wet, in which | 
did not ride eight or ten miles on horse- 
back, With five or six men, I was, for 
most of the remaining hours of the day, 
out of doors, laboring at the roads and 
clearings of my present home. The cot- 
ige of Idlewild was then unbuilt, and the 
neighboring farm-house, where we board- 
ed, was, of course, indifferently warmed ; 
but, by suffering no state of the thermom- 
eter to interrupt the morning cold bath, 
and the previous friction with flesh-brushes, 
which makes the water as agreeable as in 
summer, I soon became comparatively in- 
dependent ef the temperature in doors, as 
my horse and axe made me independent 
of it when out of doors, With proper 
clothing to resist cold or wet, I found (to 
my surprise) that there was no such thing 
as disagreeable weather in the saddle ; 
and, when a drive in a wagon or carriage 
would have intolerably irritated my cough, 
I could be all day in the woods with an 
axe, my lungs as quiet as a child’s. 

Wich all this, and looking like the rud- 
diest specimen of health in the country 
round about, I am still (you will be com- 
forted to hear) troubled occasionally with 
my sleep-rebber of a cough ; and in Bos- 
ton, the other day, on breathing that es- 
sence of pepper and icicles which they call 
their East wind,” I was siezed with the 
old hemorrhage of the longs, and bled 
myself weak again. Bat I rallied imme- 
diately on returning to this Highland air, 
and am well once more—as well, that is 
to say, as is consistent with desirable nerv- 
ous susceptibility. The kiss of the delici- 
ous south wind of to-day, (November 30, ) 
would be half lost upen the cheek of per- 
fect health. 

I fear I cannot sufficiently convey to 
you my sense of the importance of a horse 
to an invalid. In my well-weighed opin- 
ion, ten miles a day in the saddle would 
cure more desperate cases, (particularly 
of consumption, ) than all the ebanges of 
climate and all tho medicines in the world. 
it is vigorous. exereise without fatigue. 
The pecaliar motion effectually prevents 
all irritation of cold air to the lungs, on 
the wintriest day.. The torpid liver and 
other internal organs are more shaken up 
and vivified by the trot of a mile than by 
a week of feeble walking. The horse (and 
you should own and love him) is company 
enough, and not too much. Your spirits 
are irresistibly enlivened by the change of 
movement and the control of the animal. 
Your sense of strength and activity, (in 
which lies half the self-confidence a8 to 
getting well, which the doctors think so 
important,) is plas one horse. With the 
difference from walking, as to pulling apon 
the forces of the ape and consequently 
upon the brain, it is recommended by the 
‘best English physicians as mach the pre- 
ferable exercise for men of intellectual pur- 


lungs of both body and soul are expanded 
by the daily consciousness of inhabiting a 


rather than a snail’s—by living a life 


‘which occupies ten miles square of the 


suits, Aud last, (I think not least,) the 


larger space—by having an eagle’s range z 


earth’s surface, rather than that “half 
mile” which you speak of as the extent of 
your dailv walk.

As 

the horse and the doctor are seldom neces- 
sities of one and the same man, you may 

2 find it an economy —apothecary and 

all. 

In that majority“ I have spoken of 
above, there are, (asin all majorities, ) 
some voters of not much consequence indi- 
vidually, but still worth keeping an eye 
upon. Briefly to name one or two :— 
There are so few invalids who are invari- 
ably and conscientiously ‘“‘untemptable” by 
those deadly domestic enemies, sweetmeats, 
pastry and gravies, that the usual civilities 
at a meal are very like being politely as- 
sisted to the grave. The care ald nurture 
of the skin is a matter worth some study ; 
for it is capable not only of being nega- 
tively healthy, but positively luxurious in 
ts action and sensations—as every well 
yroomed horse knows better than most 
men. The American “liver” has a hard 
struggle against the greasy cookery of our 
happy country, The impoverished blood 
of the invalid sometimes requires that 
„glass of wine for the stomach’s sake” re- 
commended by the Apostle. Just sleep 
enough and just clothing enough are im- 
portant adjustments, requiring more 
thought and care than are usually given 
to them. For a little philosophy in your 
habitual posture as you sit in your chair, 
your lungs would be very much obligod to 
you. An analysis of the air we live and 
sleep in, would be well worth looking into 
occasionally. And th ere are two things 
that turn sour in a man, without constant 
and sufficient occupation 2 something 
besides the domestic circle the temper 
and the ambition. — Home Journal,
